— The comnmiidi r of the 
forcea at Buakim on December tirst. sent 
out a foroa of 600 Soudaners and Blacki 
with twenty horsemen s^id DOO Baaark cav- 
alrymen. Mahnioud Tab rr ramalnad to da 
fend tha town. Thay mat a nnmbar of the 
enemy at Tamaniab wb«« a battia waa 
fought with a roaall ditaatrnna to the 
Egyptian forces. Tha Baabl-Baaoaki aetad 
in a most cowardly manner, and a rout fol- 
lowed. Two ofllcers, fifteen horsemen and 
ten of the ,Houdaiiers and tllacks had at the 
date of the dtsjiateh reached Huakim. 
They rejiort that the enemy, OS well as 
themselMs, lo-t heavily, and it is belie veil 
that ( Ismail, tile close friend of Kl Mahdi, 
who WHS in eiimmanil of the opiHwiug 
forces, was killed. Strong fears are entt-r- 
taiiieil that the garrisons at 'I'oko and at 
Hlligut have either la-en starveil to death 
or have been brutally maaaacred.
